149 B. C.). Born on a small farm in 
the Sabinc hills he grew up to be 
a famous statesman, but continued 
' to live thc simple rural life. 


When in Rome 
he 
thunde-cd 
against his people's adoption 
of 


Orcek manners and the luxurious 
Greek mode of living. Boin? elect- 
ed consul in 195 B. C. he "passed 
a law forbidding women to wear 
costly clothes and ornaments. 


Marcus Porcius Cato is famous 
to this day as "Cato thc Censor" 
— Mr. Rome himself; and had 
Home always followed his advice 
she might have lasted 
not 
the 


1.206 years that she did but until 
| this very hour. 


But the encyclopedia says signi- 
ficantly: "With the establishment 
ot her supremacy without, Rome's 
troubles began within." 


I mention Old Cato today for we 


have his counterpart 
here 
in 


America. The American I speak 
of is, like Cato, a farmer; 
like 


L-ato, too, a statesman — 
and 


brother, he can outdo the Old Ro- 
man himself when it 
comes 
to 
telling his people off!

Even his name rolls off the ton- 
' guc as sonorously as Marcus Por- 
cius et al. 


He is Harry Flood Byrd, Demo- 
crat, United States Senator from 
Virginia. The senator is 
full 
of 


gloom — but he makes it as lucid 
as lightning and as vocal as thun- 
der. In a speech before thc Amer- 
ican Society of Newspaper Editors 
in Washington April 21 (he sent me 
the full text) Senator Byrd said in 
part* 
. "The budget of the United States 
is read by only a very few, 
but 


j today it is the 
most 
important 
current publication in the world. 


What it contains 
affects 
the 


daily lives of millions of people in 
foreign lands. 


^It implements world policy. 
'It finances tremendous national 
programs at home. 
. "It deals with the annual spend- 
ing of nearly one-fourth of tho to- 
tal annual earnings of 142 millions 
of Americans. 


"In a 10-minutc speech all I can 


offer you is a 'Byrd's' eye view of 


. our fiscal situation." 
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And with this running start Scn- 


?u°f J!yrd Proccc'ds to 
estimate 
tnat the government will wind up 
the fiscal year July 1, 1949, with 
a deficit of 815 millions. 


For the year ending July 1, 1950 


he says the deficit will be 3.2 bill 
lions. 
in^ind,,lor thc ycar ending July 1, 
19ol, the deficit will be 7 billions —- 
assuming that present rates oi' in- 
come and expenditure remain un- 
changed. 


I 
These, you might say,'are mere- 


ly ono man's estimates. But Harry 
Flood Byrd is an apple farmer, an 
able and wealthy business man — 
and his analysis makes sense 
to 


other farmers and business men. 
Says Byrd: 


"The $6'4 question is: Are 
we 
able to maintain thc high level of 
national prosperity, or 
is 
our 


national income seeking a lower 
level? We do know that under cur- 
rent tax rates, the federal tax re- 
venue drops in a ratio of 
about 
?1 for every $4 reduction in 
thc 


aggregate of our personal incomes 


"The fiscal year 1D51 will be the 
critical year in government 
fi- 


nances, because the full impact of 
any business decline now would be 
felt in taxes due during the year 
which follows. And, it is in fiscal 
year 1051 that we shall reach the 
delivery dates on huge 
military 


production contracts 
which 
we 
have authorized, and it is 
then 
that we shall begin 
paying 
off 


heavily also on such loiit; 
term 


civilian commitments as thc cur- 
rent housing legislation, and other 
heavy constrcution projects. 


"To me, the fiscal picture of our 


government is bloak. The prospects 
arc fraught with the gravest public 
consequences. The crisis is 
virt- 


ually upon us. We have only three 
courses open: (1) Drastic reduc- 
tion in spending; (2) Substantial in- 
crease in taxes; (S) Large-scale 
deficit financing. 


"The third, course is unthinkable 
to me. Uder 
current 
circum- 
stances its adoption would shatter 


: public confidence in federal 
se- 


curities at a time when the debt is 
u quarter of a trillion dollars. The 
citizens who own bonds would ask 
themselves: If the government can 
not balance its budget 
in 
this 


period o£ prosperity, and in time 
of peace, then will the budget ever 
be balanced again? 


"Our credit will be wrecked and 


our system of government des- 
troyed." 


Not Marcus Porcius Cato thun- 
dering two thousand years ago in 
the capital of a vanished empire 
— but a modern American speak- 
ing to the people of today.
